sister Cases 


Chief Justice Horace trarvey of 
the Alberta appeal court will inves- 
tigate and report on the police, 
majistrates and government files in 
the cases of Henry Wise Wood, Jr, 
Crossficld, and O. B. Lassiter, prom- 
inent farmer of Chin, 

In his investigation the Chief 
Justice will inquire: 

Whether there was any improper 
interference with justice in these 


| cases by any official of the attor- 


ney-general’s department; anyone 
outside the department; by the ex- 
ecutive council, and whether it is 
in the public interest that the files 
be tabled in the house 

It was also provided in the reso- 
lution that the investigation be held 
in camera as otherwise the purpose 
of having the investigation, to de- 
termine whether the files should be 
made public, would be defeated. 

The point of whether criminal ac- 
tion should have been taken in 
these cases may not be touched on, 
although it was mentioned in the 
debate on the originai motion. 

The resolution referring the cases 
to Chief Justice Harvey was amend- 
ed as to the specific directions, by 
Premier J..E. Brownlee, 

D. M. Duggan, provincial Conser- 
vative leader, asked if copies of the 
report would be available to all 
members and Premier Brownlee 
said that that was the intention. 

The premier disclaimed any ul- 
terior motive in moving his amend- 
ment, limiting the enquiry to be 
made to specific directions. 

The committee was asked to in- 
spect the files and report on wheth- 
er there had been any improper

Not with a view to convicting anybody or 
excusing anybody, but to disclose facts, clear 
up misunderstandings, and secure uniformity 
in what is a complicated, widely-extended and 
intimately human branch of the public service. 


UNPAYABLE RATES 
An Ottawa despatch says 
may cut interest rates on western farm mort- 


joan companies 


gages from eight per cent to seven per cent; 
fearing the Government may bring in a meas- 
ure to make loans available to mortgaged 
farmers at six per cent. Any sprinkle is welcome 
in a time of drought, and the mortgage com- 
panies are at least moving in the right direc- 
tion, for which they deserve credit. 

But the supposition is wrong that competi- 
tion from the Government is all they have to 
fear. That is the less serious menace. The 
worse consideration is that if farm incomes 
remain at their present levels, farm mortgages 
cannot be paid off at 8 per cent or 7 per cent, 
and probably not at 6 per cent. To imagine 
the arrears of the last four years can be made 
up, and these rates paid, is a delusion 

Five per cent is about the outside limit at 
which western farmers can work themselves 
clear of debt, unless there is to be a presently 
unexpected rise in farm incomes. The best way 
to clear up the “mess” is to introduce a Do- 
minion refinancing scheme at that rate, and 
pay off the mortgage-holders promptly and in 
full. 


HOW TO CHECK DEFLATION 

Speaking to the banking committee at 
Ottawa, Mr. M. W. Wilson, general manager of 
the Royal Bank said, “A deliberate policy of 
lowering the value of money in an effort to 
arrest or mitigate the deflation of price levels 
can be adopted by one agency only, the govern- 
ment of the country concerned.” 

Note, he did not say that cannot be done. 
He only said if done it must be done by govern- 
ment; not by banks. 

In point of fact the monthly reports issued 
by the Royal Bank have steadily maintained 
that money could have been devalued in Can- 
ada for the purpose of sustaining price levels, 
that this should have been done, and that if 
it had been done the country would have been 
spared the destruction of the money valuc of 
its real wealth that has resulted from unchecked 
deflation 

Here is banker testimony that money can 
be managed as a matter of public policy, and 
managed so as to maintain a fair and honest 
relationship between the dollar values of com- 
modities and property on the one hand and 
dollar debts on the other. Had that been done 
in Canada private debts could have been paid 
as they fell due, and deficits need not have 
occurred in municipal, provincial and federal 
treasuries, 


\ NE\W PORTFOLIO 

Against the judgment of Premier Brownlee, 
the provincial cabinet is to be enlarged from 
six to seven salaried ministers, and what was 
planned as a bureaau of industry and trade 
is to be made a full-blown department. Repre- 
sentations from members of the legislature, of 
all groups, the Prime Minister says, are respons- 
ible for this expansion of his plans and_ his 
cabinet; the changes were urged upon him, 
against his inclination, 

That those making the representations had 
any great difficulty persuading the Premier to 
Substitute a minister for the proposed director, 
and a department for the proposed bureau, does 
not seem likely in the circumstances. The ciea- 
tion of a new portfolio will offer an opportun- 
ity to appeaase or to squelch the rising clamor 
of ambitious and restive Government support- 
ers who have seen in enlargement of the cabinet 
their hope of preferment. .The Premier will 
experience no difficulty in finding candidates 
for the post 

It is unfortunate that this ehange of mind 


was not worked upon the Premier earlier in 
the session. The legislation could then have 
been framed on the broader lines necessary for 
the effective working of a department. The 
new minister, however capable, will find his 
field of action limited by statutory powers de- 
signed for a bureau only. 

In the existing order of things the business 
of a minister of industry and trade will be to 
encourage the expansion of industry and the 
stimulation of trade, with a view to maintain- 
ing the employment of those who are now at 
work and of creating employment for those 
who are not. Efforts in these directions will 
be necessarily cramped by legislative powers 
which were intended to be exercised in a 
restrictive rather than a _ constructive way. 
Industry cannot be expanded and trade stim- 
ulated by imposing cost-raising codes upon 
productive and distributive concerns at a time 
when the buying power of the public is at low 
ebb. 

Since the taxpayers are to be made to bear 
the added cost of a new department, with the 
growing tendencies common to departments, 
the new minister should be clothed with author- 
ity to promote industry and trade, rather than 
to merely put hobbles on already existing 
business. Until the statutory basis of the new 
branch is broadened in that way the helpful 
activities of the minister will be necessarily 
limited.

The Passing Show

The Abbott Chao Kung has been given per- 
mission to enter Canada without a passport— 
four and six 
the Buddhist faith—for the purpose of cross- 
ing the Dominion on the way to establish a 
Buddhist monastery on the shores of beautiful 
Lake Constance in Switzer- 
land. He will probably lecture 
in Canadian cities on the way. 

That item may not mean 
much to you, but the Abbott 
Chao Kung has figured a 
good deal in the news columns 
of the world’s press—only 
under other names. Last time 
he was here he was “Dr, R. 
Ruh’—a saintly looking man, 
heavily bearded, whom the 
J. S. Cowper British authorities suspected 
of being a Soviet emissary, anxious to get into 
India and Thibet. However “Dr. R. Ruh” con- 
tented himself with addressing a number of 
religious organizations upon the tenets of the 
Buddhist faith. But the history of the Abbott 


accompanied by monks nuns of 


Chao Kung goes back much further. He has 
sounded the deeps of life in many parts. Quite 


likely he speaks truth now when he says, “All 
I ask is peace.” 


To pluck the heart out of the mystery, the 
Abbott Chao Kung, is none other than the 
former German spy, Ignatius Trebitch Lincoln, 
who became an English M.-P. He is a prince of 
audacity. 

The outline of his life as divulged by Sir 
Basil Thomson, former head of Scotland Yard 
and chief of the British Secret Service during 
the war is as follows: 

He was born a Hungarian Jew, on the banks 
of the Danube, in 1875. 

He joined the Lutheran church and was 
sent to Canada to assist a Presbyterian mis- 
sion to the Jews. 

From Canada he went to England, where 
he became an Anglican curate. 

Next he became secretary to Seebohm 
Rowntree, a leading British Liberal and was 
elected to the British House of Commons as a 
Unionist in 1906, 

During the war he gained a position in the 
censor’s office, where he used to propound 
grandiose schemes for the rout of the Germans. 

When he discovered that it was known he 
was an agent of the German secret service he 
fled to New York, where he was arrested, 
returned to England and given a three-year- 
term in a British penitentiary for forgery. On 
his release he was deported to Hungary. 

Next he took part in the Kapp putsch that 
tried to overthrow the German republican gov- 
ernment, but secured freedom in the general 
amnesty in 1925. 

In 1926 he was arrestetd as a spy in Austria. 
He managed somehow to escape and fled from 
Europe, to the relief of the British authorities. 
Perhaps he might never have been heard from 
again but for the fact that his son Ignatius 
Lincoln was convicted in England for murder- 
ing a householder while perpetrating a burg- 
lary. 

When word came that his son was sentenced 
to death, Trebitch Lincoln was in obscurity in 
Ceylon. He rushed with all speed to England 
to try and see his son before execution. The 
British authorities, with their usual generosity 
to a former enemy, provided him with boats 
and airplanes to speed his journey. But they 
would not postpone the execution, and Lincoln 
arrived too late to bid his son farewell. 


Lincoln has said that for a time he harboured 
thoughts of deep revenge against England for 
the execution of his son, whose fate he thought 
was by way of vengeance on himself. After 
meditation he changed his attitude and sought 
solace in religion. He went to the interior of 
China, entered a Buddhist monastary as a monk 
and was soon promoted to be abbott. As such 
he visited British Columbia in 1928. None of 
the many people whom he met in B.C. and 
who waved him farewell on leaving for China, 
knew then that Dr. R. Ruh was the former 
Trebitch Lincoln, 

He still has a weakness for the comforts of 
the religious life. The six nuns and four monks 
who are accompanying him to Lake Constance 
are all Europeans—French, Hungarians, Swiss 
and Latvian—whom Lincoln has persuaded to 
put aside their wealth (into the general jack- 
pot) shave their heads, don grey and black 
robes, wear skull caps and necklaces of beads, 
each string of which contains two pieces of rare 
and valuable jade,

Britain has a generous way of treating her 
former enemies and political offenders. Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, the young American draft 
evader is still an exile from United States, de- 
spite his pleas for forgiveness.

man wireless. “Leave them alone. We'll take 
their messages and decode them,” he said—and 
he did.

popular name of “Saint Anthony's 
Fire,” but it is now called erysipelas. 

This is an inflammation of 
the skin which causes a very 
striking shininess. The skin 
is inflamed, red, feels hot 
when touched, seems tight 
and there is a swollen area 
which is raised above the rest 
of the skin. 

Erysipelas usually begins 
on the face, but may come 
elsewhere op the body, and 
the inflammation of the skin 
with the red patch is accom-

panied by a definite toxemia and a high fever. 


The redness shows on the first day and by 
the second day, it will have spread, when the 
rest of the face may be so swollen that it is 
hard to recognize the features. 

While this is a germ disease, the underlying 
cause is a systemic toxemia and those whose 
resistance is normal wifl not be bothered by the 
germ. It is occasionally known to follow an 
operation, frequently accompanies Bright's 
Disease and the weakness due to age. Most 
cases come in spring and the disease is known 
all over the world. 

An average attack will last about ten days 
and is self-limited, that is, the patient will 
usually recover even if nothing is done. How- 
ever, those who have one attack usually have 
others, as many as twenty of them appearing, 
unless the patient is willing to remove the 
basic cause; then he will be safe from sub- 
sequent attacks. 

The true cause of this disease is a condition 
of chronic poisoning. To cure the erysipelas, 
it is necessary to treat deeper than the skin 
and to eliminate the underlying toxie condi- 
tion of the body. The fever also indicates a 
body toxemia and the purpose of the fever is 
to assist in burning up these poisonous wastes. 

The right treatment is very simple and will 
lessen the time of the attack and keep the 
patient from feeling so weak after the fever has 
left. The first thing is to stop all food. Give 
plenty of water to drink. Keep the patient on 
either an orange juice or plain water fast, giv- 
ing the orange juice once every two hours 
If the strict fast is kept up with daily enemas, 
the fever wili go down within three or four 
days. Keep the affected parts clean and the 
itching and burning can be soothed somewhat 
by the application of wet cloths wrung out of 
cold water. This remedy is still good, having 
stood the test of time since Hippocrates, “The 
father of medicine,” first recommended it. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—O. I. of Burbank, Calif., writes: 
“Upon reading a book on the subject of diet, 
I noticed that the author states that a diet ecn- 
taining a great amount of sugar, when fed to 
children, causes the tonsils to become enlarged 
twice the size of normal. Judging from this 
statement I believe that the way the child is 
fed will have some influence on the size of the 
tonsils. What is your opinion?” 

ANSWER—I thoroughly agree with the 
author and have found in my own experience 
that the child who is fed a great amount of 
sugar is likely to suffer from enlarged tonsils. 
This tendency wii! increase if, in addition to the 
sugar, the child is fed an excess amount of 
starchy food. It is my opinion that the enlarged 
tonsils can be reduced in size through the cor- 
rect diet and that, if the child is placed on a 
well balanced diet, the tonsils will thereby tend 
to become more normal. At the beginning of 
the treatment, it is helpful to use a restricted 
diet for a time in which the child secures a 
moderate amount of meat and a large amount 
of non-starchy vegetables, but it not allowed 
any of the starchy foods or sugar foods, 

QUESTION--H. C., Cumberland, B. C.,, 
writes: “I would like to ask you if you think 
there is any danger of my inheriting fits of 
Apoplexy? Also do you think my children will 
be afflicted as they grow older?” 

ANSWER-—I see no reason to believe that 
you will develop Apoplexy simply because your 
mother had this disorder, I suggest that you 
try to live in such a way that you will retain 
complete good health and if you do this, I am 
sure that you will be in little or no danger of 
Apoplexy.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1542 Roberval 
sailed from Rochelle, France, for 
Canada. On January 14 of the 
previous year Jean Francois de 
la Rocque, Sieur de Roberval, 
had been appointed by Francis I 
viceroy and lieutenant governor 
of New France, a usurpation of 
the commission given to Jacques 
Cartier, which was cancelled 
probably through court intrigue. 
Roberval was given all sorts of 
money and supplies but failed to 
get the right sort of colonists 
Cartier, disgusted at the delays, 
did not wait for Roberval, but 
sailed from St. Malo in May, 
1541, and was on his way home 
when he met Roberval at what is 
now St. Johns, Newfoundland, 
in June, 1542, Cartier gave Rob- 
erval a good account of the coun- 
try and some advice as to how to 
meet the Indians, and sailed back 
to France.

Regulation of Trade, In- 
dustry Bill Gets Second 
Reading 


| Sitting in committee of the whole 
assembly, members of the legisla- 
ture gave their approval to the new 
government bill providing for the 
regulation of trade and industry 
within this province. The measure, 
which provides for the bringing 
into effect of a modified code, along 
similar lines to the NRA in the 
United States, now stands ready for 
third reading. 

Taking cognizance of many pro- 
tests registered from many parts of 
, the province, Premier J. E. Brown- 
lee informed the house that provi- 
sion was being made to take care 
of consumers’ interests in represen- 


tation on the advisory board of 
three which the bill approves of 
establishing Although this had 


been the intention from the outset, 
it had not been specifically includ- 
ed in the bill. Therefore, he was 
| glad to make this clarification. 

The Premier pointed out that in 
} organizing the board, there would 
| be one representative from employ- 
er interests; one from employe and 
one looking after the consumers. 
| DRAFT REPRINTED TWICE 

Reprinted twice since its original 
printing, the latest draft is in four 
parts. In this edition, the modified 
codes are all included in Part IV 
so that, in the event of any of the 
codes being attacked and declared 
ultra vires—a happening not at 
present contemplated—the rest of 
the Act would not be disturbed. 

In Part I of the bill there is dealt 
with the formation of the depart- 
ment of industry, instead of a 
bureau and that a deputy minister 
would be appointed instead of a 
director, 

Formulation of codes for any class 
|of trade is dealt with in Part IL 
while Part III deals with the appli- 
cation of the codes to the mining 
industry. Jurisdiction of the prov- 
{ince and application of the Act are 
| features of Part IV.

Bicknell Young, C.S.B., of 
Chicago, Speaks to Large 
Audience on Christian 
Science 


A lecture entitled “Christian Sci- 
ence Universally Available,” by 
Bicknell Young, C.S.B., a member 
of the Board of Lectureship of The 
Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Mass. 
was given in the Empire Theatre 
on Saturday evening. 

The lecturer, who was introduced 
by Mr. Harold T. Logan, spoke as 


follows: 


God Is Mind 


There has never been given to 
the world a more reassuring and 
cheering message than that ex- 
pressed by the words, God is Mind. 
It is basic to all understanding and 
practice of Christian Science. 


liefs which has associated the word 
“God" with material concepts. It 
strengthens our religious convic- 
tions and comforts and sustains us 
with the naturalness of the divine 
Presence, and it awakens us to the 
recognition of divine possibilities 
in our everyday human existence. 

At a time when uncertainty pre- 
vails and fear and indecision haunt 
the councils of the wisest and best 
among men and nations, the divine 
fact, God is Mind, reveals omni- 
presence, to dispel the darkness and 
to make the crooked straight and 
the “rough places plain.” 

Those words do not announce a 
mere theory. They explain the pri- 
mal, inevitable, divine Principle of 
all being and of all that the word 
“being” divinely signifies. 

In the light of the statement, God 
is Mind, it is self-evident, though 
it may not at first seem to be so, 
that ideas which reveal God are 
divine and eternal. It is by means 
of such ever-living ideas that Chris- 
tian Science ennobles science and 
vitalizes religion. Mankind can in 
this way learn how to turn to God 
in the moment of fear or danger or 
difficulty with the same confidence 
that a little child feels in the arms 
of his parent. 

Christian Science gives this con- 
fidence by explaining how human 
beings can receive divine help un- 
der all the trying circumstances cf 
everyday life and living. It must 
be remembered, however, that this 
is the Science of the divine Mind 
Therefore from the very outset it 
proves the value of right thinking 
to anyone who may care to test it, 
and, by the same token, shows the 
baneful effects of wrong thinking. 
It thus brings to light the errors of 
our ways and awakens us to our 
individual responsibilities in over- 
coming them, as no other system 
has ever done. 


Be Not Afraid 

In doing this it shows that fear 
is the one universal wretched heri- 
tage of a race that has deified mat- 
ter, and demands that such deifica- 
tion cease in order that the day of 
salvation may be now, as St. Paul 
says that it is. 

In the Christian Science textbook 


*Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures’ by Mary Baker 
Eddy (p. 410), its author writes, 


“Christian scientific practice be- 
gins with Christ’s keynote of har- 
mony, ‘Be not afraid!’ How shall 
we learn to obey this command? 
The answer in this, and in every in- 
stance where a question may arise, 
is to be found in the basic instruc 
tion which Christian Science af- 
fords. Every thought which comes 


to us must be tested. To use a 
beantiful figure of speech, every 
thought must be taken to the 


“throne of grace.” If it cannot bear 
that light it is unworthy to be en- 
tertained. 

That test immediately disposes of 
fear, for it is not conceivable that 
the infinite One, the Cod who is 
Mind, could have any fear or could 
conceive of anything fearful within 
the range of His own infinite, in- 
fallible perfection. Anybody here 
tonight can remember this and can 
thereby find greag freedom from 
what seems to be either personal or 
collective fear. Therefore, again 
and again and always Christian 
Science admonishes us, “Be not 
afraid,” and shows us how to obey 
this admonition. 

The Power of Right Thinking 

There is a certain divine natural- 
ness in all this. The basic ideas 
which belong to this Science give it 
universal applicability. The influ- 
ence of thought is no longer a fan- 
tastic theory that excites alike igno- 
rant and scholarly derision. No 
longer is it permissible to believe 


that we live in a world of matter | 


exclusively. 

Quite recently many 
tive physicians in the United States 
nave expressed themselves to the 
effect that observation and experi- 
ence in their profession show un 
mistakenly that the 
organs of the human body are dele- 
teriously affected by the fretful 
and conflicting emotions of the hu- 
man mind, This is equivalent to ad- 
mitting that the habit of undisci- 


plined mentality, and especially of | 


egotistical and self-centred inter- 
ests, tends to undermine health, It 
is obvious, however, that while the 
recognition by the medical profes- 
sion of the unhealthful influence 
of erroneous thought coincides up 
to a certain point with Christian 
Science doctrine, it is far from this 
Science in the actual practice which 
overcomes wrong thinking and all 
of its effects. 

Uninstructed by Christian Science 
we find right and wrong inextric- 
ably mixed with our desires, our 
ambitions, and our anticipations. No 
one can be sure that his thinking 
iz right unless he learns by means 
of correct study and instruction that 
there is an immutable standard, and 
finds out what and where it is. 
The human heart has longed for 
this revelation. In the uncertain- 
ties and conflicts of human exis- 
tence how often and how univer- 
sally have human beings cried out 
“Oh, if there were something se- 
cure, something certain, something 
upon which we could place reli- 
ance!" 

This unexpressed desire begins 
to be satisfied when one learns to 
differentiate between right and 
wrong thinking. In this connection 
the word “firmament” as used in 
the first chapter of Genesis is thus 
defined jn the Christian Science 
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textbook (p, 586): “Spiritual un-} 
derstanding; the scientific line of 
demarcation between Truth and | 
error, between Spirit and so-called | 
matter.” This line of demarcation | 
shows unmistakably that thinking | 
needs to be subject to constant cor- 
rection. True Christian Science, 
practice is always rig thinking. | 
Such thinking is foundefl in divine 
Principle and operates as the law of 
divine Principle. It stands un-| 
trammeled and unimpaired in the} 
vigor of this original relationship.

The Availability to Us of Divine 


Power 
You will observe that when we 
say, God is Mind, we use the word 
“Mind” in its infinite meaning, not 


in any personui or iinite sense. In 
fact Christian Science snows that’ 
the tendency to personalize our re-! 
deemer and the way of redemption 
has not only darkened the religious | 
sense of mankind, but has tended | 
to mislead the Christian world in 
the hours of greatest need. Nothing 
finite or personal could represent 
either our God or our redeemer. 
Divine ideas alone can meet such 
a divine requirement. 

In this connection it may re- 
marked that the works of Jesus are 
as deeply significant as his words. 
We understand both just in the 
measure that we attain something 
of his sublime character. This is 
equally true of all that relates to 


him. There is no way of under- 
standing him except in the way 
that he understood himself. His 
way was unquestionably the way 


of pure metaphysics. It bore no re- 
semblance to matter or personality. 

He said, “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that believeth on me, 
the works that I do shall he dou 
also; and greater works than these 
shall he do; because I go unto my 
Father.” Without distorting the 
meaning we might conclude that 
the words “greater works” hei 
used may mean more universal 
works, and certain it is that today 
the conditions which confront the 
whole world compel our attention 
and demand our most sincere and 
fervent prayers, and we see that 
only as we go to the Father, that 
is to say, as we seek and find the 
oneness of Mind and idea, and 
thereby prepare ourselves to re- 
ceive divine help, shall we be able 
to do these greater or more univer- 
sal works.

Christ the Only Saviour 

The New Testament reveals that 
| this was the method of Christ Jesus, 
and his words and works, when! 
carefully considered, show that the 
power which he exercised was not 
personal, He did not claim that no 
one but himself could do such 
works. He exemplified the right 
way of healing for all of us. This 
way was and is scientific in that it 
is according to divine Principle and 
rule, and, being scientific, we may 
walk in it, and he urged his dis-| 
ciples to do so, It was not his per- 
sonality that made him the Christ, 
| noble and grand though that per- 
sonality must have been. It was the 
true idea of God, the actual truth | 
of being, steadfastly present as his 
thought or consciousness.

Notwithstanding the great 
improvement in the mere mech- 
anism of existence, there was never 
more uncertainty and fear, never 
more questioning and doubt, never 
more lack of faith in mere human 
expedients than today. 


The averagé individual if asked 
whether he can do anything about 
such conditions or whether he pos- 
sesses any power to aid mankind or 
even himself in such a _ predica- 
ment naturally answers, No; yet 
the rule is the same as it was two 
thousand years ago: “If ye have 
faith as a grain of mustard seed, 
ye shall say unto this mountain, 
Remove hence to yonder place; and 
it shall remove; and nothing shall 
be impossible unto you,” 


Healing Within Reach of All 
If supreme faith is requisite, 


then sincerity and simplicity are, 
in order that the ideas,

The Opposite of Truth Cannot 
Be True 


The seeming contact of Truth and 
error is never in the slightest agree- | 
ment, but is always absolute repul- | 
sion. Death never becomes life; | 
error never becomes truth; evil | 
never becomes good; matter never | 


becomes Spirit. In the demonstra- 
tion of divine Principle, as taught. 
in Christian Science, all evil, of 
whatever name or nature, is rejected 
as unreal, 

Now this distinction between mat- 
ter and Spirit, Truth and error,| 
made by Christian Science, and ex- 
clusively by Christian Science, has 
inevitably given rise to much com- 
ment and not a little opposition. 
Our critics in the intensity of their 
misunderstanding sometimes forget 
to exercise even ordinary judgment. 
They often choose to ignore the 
widely demonstrated facts that 
Christian Science is a scientific sys- 
tem of overcoming all evil, that it 
springs from divine power, and 
operates as the law of divine power, 
and that it does all this by giving 
; Us an understanding of Truth which 
enables us to deal with error funda- 
mentally, rather than superficially. 
Now dealing with error funda- 
mentally does not, in all reason, 
make Christian Science less worthy, 
but rather more worthy to be called 
Science. In order to be what it | 
legitimately is, namely Christian | 
Science, its propositions must neces- 
sarily be in accordance with the 
{words and works of Jesus the! 
Christ. They must be Christian in | 
| order to be true. 


| 


Demonstration Necessary 

So it is, that just as in all demon- 
strable science, and notably in 
higher mathematics, the proposi- 
| tions which constitute this science 
are not obviously true. They must | 
| be tested. Here the analogy ceases, 
however, for Christian Science is 
not only a discovery but a revela- | 
tion. Its propositions are spirit- 
ually true and humanly redemptive 
Diseases which were real to those 
who were suffering because of 
them, were unreal to the enlight- 
| ened thought of Christ Jesus, and he 
| proved them to be unreal by heal- 
ing them, thus giving to the per-| 
sons who believed diseases to be 
| real the proof that they were ac- 
| tually unreal. 
Why should anybody contend for 
| the reality of disease since every- 
| body would be glad if there were 
no disease? Is it not clear that if 
there were no disease, disease | 
| would be unreal? Now since our | 
| desires have this common ground, 
why should not our intelligence be 
exercised according to our common 
desires and needs? The divine 
| Principle, the one Mind, in all its 
nfinitude, does not include or pro- 
ride for any such thing as disease 
Seeing that we are all thinking all | 
of the time in one way or another, 
ana granting that our thoughts have 
some influence in our own lives and 
| possibly in th lives of other people, 
| why should we not entertain those 
thoughts which are most likely to 
| bless ourselves and others? The 
reasonableness of wuch a course 
must appeal to all people, whether 
or not they have as yet fully sub- 
scribed to the teachings of Christ- 
ian Science. 

Through all this is may be ob- 


served that Christian Science 
alone explains Christian Science. 
For ordinary systems of - sci- 
ence or religion to attempt 
either to ignore or to explain 


the extraordinary healing and re- 
demptive work of this Science is 
futile. The only result of such en- 
deavors has been confusion. 

It is cheering to observe a change 
in this respect. An attitude of dis- 
dain toward a_ system that has 
proved its raison d'etre for nearly 
three quarters of a century is not 
ordinarily intelligent. It is therefore 
interesting to note that those who, 
formerly tabooed Christian Science 
| utterly have recently taken to wrii- 
| ing books about it, and especially 
about the Discoverer and Founder 
| of Christian Science, While much of | 
what has been written and published 
in this way has been intentionally 
derogatory of ner whom hundreds 
of thousands of Christian people 
look upon as the most inspired char- 
acter that has appeared upon the 
stage of human experience since the 
first century of the Christian era 
the effect has been to extend and 
increase the interest in the subject 
itself. This is exactly what has oc- 
curred throughout the history of! 
this movement, and such signs and 
others of a similar nature show that 
Christian Science lives and thrives 
| under opposition just as the word of 
| Truth has always done and always 
will do, 

That. we human beings are en- 
| cumbered with a material and finite 
sense of existence is in itself an 
acknowledgement of the need of 
divine help, and it js also a silent 
plea for mutual consideration and 
good manners. None of us would 
enjoy to have our idiosyncrasies 
placed under the magnifying glass 
of ill will, but in such an event we 
might at any rate have the cold 
comfort of knowing that the result- 
ant exaggerated views were mis- 
representations.

This method may briefly 
be described as the affirmations of 
eternal spiritual Truth and the con- 
sequent rejection of evil of any 
name or nature whatsoever. 

If one doubts the value of such a 
course and believes it unworthy to 
be called scientific let him persist- 
ently differentiate mentally between 
good and evil, cleaving to the one 
and rejecting the other, for a single 
day.
